Frigid weather, originating in Mani- 
toba, swept the middle west last night, 
bringing the mercury close to the zero 
mark in the Chicago district. Swirling 
nerth winds, carrying a sharp sleet and 
snow, served to increase the discom- 
fiture of those forced to face the gale 
in many sections. 

The forecast for today is fair and 
continued cold, but by tomorrow higher 
temperatures are promised. The min- 
imum temperature *today will not be 
below zero, according to the weather | 
bureau. 

Drop of 18 Degrees. 

The snow, combined with the bitter 
cold, became a great hinderance to 
railway and road traffic. Shortly after 
nightfall dispatchers began to report 
upset schedules fof trains traveling 
from Nebraska eastward. Hundreds of 
automobiles were marooned on snow 
banked highways,

its descent shortly before 9 o'clock yes-

Mexico City, Jan. 11.—()—G. M. 
Wynkoop of Berryville, Va., repre- 
sentative of the Buick Motor company 
and one of the two Americans aboard 
the train attacked by bandits Satur- 
day night, when at least fifty persons 
were butchered and $150,000 stolen, 
gave a graphic account of the ghastly 
affair. He was the first survivor to 
reach Mexico City. 

“TI saw nine soldier guards dead,” he 
said, “I believe all the guards and 
most of the crew were killed. The 
number of murdered Mexican passen- 
gers I do not know, but some of my 
companions estimated them all the way 
from twenty to fifty.”

the mortality started in 1885. 

“You will notice,” Dr. Jordan said, 
“that this drop starting there is more 
or less continuous from then on. The 
drop in the death rate began when 
Koch discovered the tubercle bacillus.” 

He also showed that before the drain- 
age cana] was’opened about 25 years 
ago typhoid every year killed 60 out 
of every 100,000 population in Chicago. 

Therg was a further drop after 1912, 
when the chlorination of the water 
was begun, and in 1924 the Chicago 
typhoid death rate was down to less 
than 2 to 100,000.

Would Retaliate with Cotton. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Spe- 
cial. }]—Retaliatory action against Great 
Britain in the form of a contrel of cot- 
ton production by the United States 
government was proposed to the 
house committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce today by Repre 
sentative McKeown [Dem., Okla.}. Mr. 
McKeown proposed that the govern- 
ment be responsible for a method of 
limiting cotton acreage as a means 
of keeping the price up in the inter- 
est of the American producer. 

It was apparent that the plan failed 
to receive much support from mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Other witnesses at today’s hearing 
included Chester H. Gray of the Amer- 
ican Farm bureau federation and Er- 
nest Smith, general manager of the 
American Automobile association.

Mr. Gray said that the farmers were 
affected by foreign controls of nitrates 
in Chile, gisa] in Yucatan, and potash 
in Germany. The contra] of these 
products ‘by foreign governments is 
costing United States farmers millions 
of dollars annually, he said. 

“Every cent added to the cost per 
pound of sisal means $4,000,000 to the 
farmer annually,” said Mr. Gray. 
* Every cent added to the retail price 
of nitrates means $12,000,000 to the 
farmer. On potash the situation is 
similar but a lesser amount is in- 
volved.”
